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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Board of Education of the Windham School 
District: 


I have the honor of submitting to you my first report to 
the citizens of Windham, which is also the first report since 
the adoption of supervision by the district. 

Your decision last year to employ a superintendent was, 
I assume, prompted by a desire to have better schools. In 
this report I beg leave to offer a few suggestions as to how, in 
my opinion, such an end may be attained. 

It is my firm conviction, after years of observation and 
experience, that by far the most important factor in the mak- 
ing of a good school is the teacher. Given a good teacher 
and you have a good school; a poor teacher, no matter how 
much help she may receive from superintendent and excellent 
equipment, will have a poor school. It follows from this that 
we must lend our greatest efforts to the matter of obtaining 
and keeping good teachers. 

I do not believe that our Windham teachers are poorer 
as a class than those in other rural schools; indeed, unless I 
am greatly mistaken, we have a corps of teachers considerably 
above the average. But yet I find a great deal of poor 
teaching—a great deal of mere hearing of lessons that is not © 
teaching at all—most of which is due to lack of training. 
Conditions are such that in towns like Windham it is often 
hard to get experienced or rather trained teachers; we are 
forced to employ those who do not know how to teach, and 
we suffer thereby. The state-aid law of 1909 will help us to 
obtain girls with normal school training by giving us two dol. 
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lars a week for every such teacheremployed. I feel that we 
should begin at once to demand a trained teacher for every 
position that becomes vacant. No one who has seen a first- 
class teacher at work will question the wisdom of my sugges- 
tion. Let us therefore, as far as our finances allow, get only 
teachers who are first-class. 

After obtaining good teachers the point of next import- 
ance is to keep them. We all know, of course, that we can- 
not prevent teachers leaving us to accept elsewhere salaries 
larger than we can pay. It is not this condition to which I 
allude, however, but rather that suggested by the remark of- 
ten heard: “Miss X has been here too long. I don’t think 
it’s a good plan to keep the same teacher long in one_ school; 
let’s have somebody who is new,” This notion that frequent . 
change is a good thing for the school is at the bottom of a 
great deal of the trouble with rural schools. If Miss X is a 
real teacher, keep her as long as you can; if she is simply 
dead wood, you are at fault for keeping her as long as you 
have kept her. In the best rural school that I know, the 

same woman has been working for an unbroken period of 
several years, until under her guidance the whole community 
has been uplifted. The school is the most attractive possible; 
the work is organized; and the very characters of the children 
have been elevated. Fortunate indeed is a school with such 
a teacher, and wise indeed it is if it keeps her. 

The good teacher will, I repeat, make the good school. 
But we must also bear in mind that she deserves all the help 
and encouragement that we can give her. She is our own 
servant, working for us, paid by our money, with the mighty 
duty of making true men and women of ourchildren. What 
can we do to keep her? 
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First of all the teacher must have the best toolx with 
which to work, and by tools I refer here to three things,—a 
good school building, good text-books, and sufficient supplies. 
Let us consider for a moment the matter of school buildings. 

In every district except one there is need of an immedi- 
ate attention to the out-buildings. | Probably, nothing that 
has to do with a school can possibly produce such horrible 
effect upon our children’s very souls as the filth and obscenity 
so painfully prominent about the out-buildings in our own 
town. They are so indescribably bad in some instances that 
nothing short of complete destruction can serve the purpose; 
I am convinced that the out-building at District No. 6 should 
be torn down and blotted from the face of the earth, and that 
those in the other districts should be entirely built over. 

Now in the present state of affairs both the teacher and 
the superintendent are powerless. A pig sty cannot be re- 
formed; you must give us something decent to start with. 
Sometimes it is said that it is uselessto expend money on 
these out-buildings, that they cannot be kept decent, that they 
always have been and always will be bad. This notion is en- 
tirely fallacious, asis proved by the conditions today at two 
of my own schools, namely the Searles school in Windham 
and the school in Derry Village. In both these cases 
where the out-buildings were clean and decent at the begin- 
ning of the year, they have been keptso by the consideration 
and respect which the pupils themselves have for cleanliness 
and decency. I cannot myself testify to the conditions as 
they used to be at the old scheol at Canobie Lake, but many 
of you will be able to compare them with the present state. 
Ask yourselves then whether it is the children or the changed 
conditions that have made the difference. I believe that the 
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town of Windham can make no expenditure of money that 
will do more for the very morals of the community and the 
cause of righteousness, than one for the making right and 
proper of every school out-building in town. The superintend- 
ent will see to it that they are kept so. 

Of text-books and supplies I will say no more than that we 
are working steadily to get them into proper condition. 
Money should be appropriated, however, for a supply of wall 
maps, of which we are greatly in need. This is not a weighty 
matter, since the ordinary map may be bought for a dollar or 
thereabouts, and two maps,—one of North America and one 
of the world, Mercator’s Projection,—are sufficient as a be- 
ginning for each school. Twenty dollars expended for this 
purpose will bear excellent fruit in our Georgraphy work. 

Another aid to good schools isa definite and uniform 
course of study, and for this nothing could be better than the 
“Program of Studies of the Common Schools of New Hamp- 
shire.” Our schools are supplied with this, and we are work- 
ing to bring our work into accord with it as far as pos- 
sible. 

Schools cannot be kept at the highest point of efficiency 
unless scholars go to school all the time. Why is it that in 
one district the per cent of attendance for the first term was 
only 81.6 and for the second term 64.3? How does it happen 
that another district shows an attendance of 95 per cent for 
the first term? What makes the difference? We may as well 
be honest and admit that here is where the parent is to blame. 
There is no use of saying that the teacher or the School 
Board are responsible; if you don’t want to send your child 
you won’t send him and that’s the whole story. There is 
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plenty of law, of course, but law isa clumsy thing to apply, 
and you yourselves wouldn’t apply it. No! There is little 
hope for an improvement in attendance until every parent 
will see to it, at all costs, that his child isin his place every 
dav at the proper time. Absence on account of sickness is 
unavoidable; the state allows no other excuse for keeping a 
child of school age at home. 

I wish to remind the citizens at this point of another 
strong argument for regular attendance. Under the law of 
1909 weare drawing each week from the state a considerable 
sum of money the amount of which depends directly upon our 
average attendance. A matter of two or three children more 
or less of average attendance may make a difference of forty 
or fifty dollars a year for the town—an amount not to be de- 
spised under our present conditions. 

I plead therefore for the aid of the parents in the matter 
of attendance. This cooperation should, however, be extend- 
ed to cover all matters relating to the schools. | We are too 
ready to find fault, to hinder the work of the schools by mak- 
ing ourselves enemies of them, when we ought to be their 
friends. Schools are not infrequently spoiled—and I can 
point to cases of this right in my own district—by the interfer 
ence of parents with them. Let the teachers alone; if things 
are not running as you think they should, see the superinten- 
dent about it. Talk it over with him; that is what you hire 
him for. But don’t bother the teacher; she needs all the 
chance she can have to work out her own ends. She will 
make mistakes; so would you or I in such a place. The mis- 
takes may touch your boy or girl. Bring it to the superin- 
tendent; he hasthe way to correct the mistake without bring- 
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ing you into conflict with the teacher. Thus the school runs 
on undisturbed. 

These are my recommendations: trained teachers and 
longer service; better conditions at the schools, especially in 
regard to the out-buildings; a supply of wall maps; an earnest 
effort to avoid truancy; cooperation between parent and 
school. I promise you my best endeavors, with your help, 
toward bringing our schools up to an efficiency of which we 
ghall all be proud.

The School Board herewith submit the Twenty-fourth 
annual School Report: ; 

Thirty weeks school have been kept in the several districts, 
with thrce weeks fund school in No. 4 and fund schools at 
Nos. 2 and 6 still in session. This number of weeks, in the 
districts where there is a private fund, is sufficient, but in the 
other districts additional schooling would be appreciated. 

Since September the schools have been in charge of Su- 
perintendent Arthur W. Reynolds with very satisfactory re- 
sults. New methods have been introduced, which we expect 
will enable the pupils to complete the work in a shorter time 
and with greater thoroughness. 

Seven pupils passed satisfactory examinations and entered 
advanced schools in September. 

The fact that peopie living nearby the school buildings 
have been willing to open their homes to the teachers has 
been highly appreciated by the School Board as well as by’ 
the teachers. A convenient boarding place is a very import- 
ant item in securing good, experienced teachers. 

Parents could greatly aid the school work by sending 
their children regularly to school. Each day of absence is a 
loss, not only to the pupil who is absent, but is a hinderance 
to his classmates. 

Parents and interested friends are cordially invited to 
visit the schools and thus become familiar with the methods 
used, and the work being done to improve the schools.
